TALLAHASSEE—Fresh water 
fishing licenses for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 have been sent to 
all County Judges. and will go on 
sale June 15, it was reported today 
by:Charles W. Pace, Director of 
the Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission. 

The present fishing license ex- 
pires June 30, stated the Commis- 
sion official, and-new licenses will 
be honored after June 15 by all 
Wildlife Officers. Such licenses are 
sold in the office of the County 
Judge or his designated agents. 

Sportsmen may purchase any of 
three different permits: A resident 
license for $2.00, a non-resident an- 
nual permit for $10.50, and a non- 
resident 14-day license for $3.25. 

The Director issued a warning to 
the State's anglers that all fresh 
‘water fishermen would be checked 
for licenses after July 1. He urged 
them‘to have the new angling per- 
mit in their possession while fish- 
ing in Florida's fresh waters.

“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein‘defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent nf the inte- 

+ rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
“carried on. Said régistration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 

' in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 


cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.” eet
